FATHER FINDS SON'S BODY 


Neighbors Searched Bottom Land 


tor Several Hours- Coroner 


Reports Accidental Death 


A very sad death occurred in Jack­ 
son 
township yesterday 
afternoon, 
when Chase, the seventeen tear old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Bert Ormes, was 
drowned at the Norris Ford. 
The boy has for years been feeble 
minded and had to be watched contin­ 
ually bv members of the family, but 
yesterday afternoon while left Hitting 
on the porch for a few moments, the 
boy wandered away never to return 
alive 


His grandmother, who had seen him 
only a short time before, was the first 
to miss him. 
When she saw he had 
ti * appeared, she and the young man’s 
sister started in search of him. 
The 
boy was barefooted and was easily 
tracked through the mud to within a 
rod of the ford, and here his tracks 
were lost. 
Going to the field, the women noti­ 
fied his father, who got on a horse 
and ear ted in the search, joined by 
the neighbors. 
The boy was again tracked to the 
creek 
and one 
of 
the 
neighbors, 
climbing out on a log over the shallow 
stream saw the lifeless form under the 
water. 
The body was taken from the stream 
and Coroner Coleman called. 
He pro­ 
nounced death accidental. 
The suppo­ 
sition is that the feeble minded yonth 
simply walked into the stream, and 
being weak of body, w as easily washed 
down.

found about fifty 
feet below the ford. 
The funeral services will be beld to­ 
morrow.

boiler for said company, a large crowd 
was attracted to the court room yes­ 
terday, especially at the time of the 
pleading of the case. 
Most of the afternoon was consumed 
in the argument of 
the attorneys. 
Senator Hogg, of Indianapolis, wm 
the first to speak. 
For thirty minutes 
he pleaded for the plaintiff 
He was 
followed by Congressman Watson, who 
made a forcible plea for his client, 
the defendant. 
Following Mr Wat­ 
son, John VV. Kern took the floor and 
made a speech of an hour’s length. 
Henry Spann, of 
Indianapolis, the 
noted criminal lawyer, used the last 
hour in pleading for the plaintiff 
The auditors were not attracted by 
the case, but took advantage of the 
opportunity to hear the several noted 
men speak 
It was the universal opin­ 
ion of all present that Congressman 
Watson easily made the master speech 
of the day. 
The jury took the case at six o’clock 
last evening, and after being out all 
night, they rendered a verdict this 
morning, a few minutes before eight 
o’clock, awarding the injured man

Followers 
of the other candidates 
hav e been on the anxious seat since 
his boom was sprung, as they concede 
that he would be a v ery large factor 
in the conv ention.

UNSUBSTANTIATED 


Moffett Falls to Mak e Good Hi* Pam- 
phle* Declarations. 


Chicago, Oct. 5.—The grand Jurt 
before which President James A. Mof 
fett of the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana, was recently called to afford 
him an opportunity to substantiate 
some statem ents made ov er his name 
in a pamphlet which has been exten 
siv ely circulated, returned its report 
to Judge Landis of the United States 
district court, holding that Moffett had 
not only failed to uphold the state 
ments made, but that he had no k nowl 
edge whatev er leading up to them 
and that the statem ent which purport 
ed to be made by him was. In fact, the 
statem ent of Moritz Rosenthal, attor 
ney for the Standard Oil in the recent 
trial which resulted in the lev ying 
against it by Judge Landis of the 
fine of $29,240,060. 
The particular 
statem ent in the pamphlet to which 
the Jury was instructed to call the at 
tention of President Moffett was as 
follows: 
“Thousands of tons of freight hav e 
been shipped from these points (W hit­ 
ing. Ind.. Pullman, Hegewiach. and 
South Chicago. III.) during the past 
fifteen years under the same circum 
stances as the Standard shipments, 
and if the Standard is guilty in this 
case, so is practically ev ery other 
shipper in this great manufacturing 
territory. Is there a purpose in select 
ing the Standard as a v ictim?” 
Judge Laudis in instructing the Jury 
declared that he desired that Presi 
dent Moffett be giv en ev ery opportu 
nity to inform the jury regarding il 
legal shipments by other persons or 
corporations. 
After receiv ing the report of the 
jury, the Judge dismissed its members 
without comment other than thank 
ingjthc jurors for their serv ices.

Retail trade on the whole 
has been hampered by unseasonable 
weather, tem peratures being too high. 
Collections, while still dragging, in 
consonance with the tightness in mon­ 
ey, appear to hav e improv ed at a num­ 
ber of centers. Some orders for early 
spring are being placed, but the v ol­ 
ume of business is rather light. 
Many industrial lines are less activ e 
on new business, and work ing forces 
in iron, steel, car manufacturing, elec­ 
trical goods, shoes and copper mining 
are being reduced. Lumber is less ac­ 
tiv e and new building Is lighter, due 
in part to the approach of the closed 
season, but more particularly to the 
stringency In money.
